• Whereas it is expedient to provide for the destruction or other 
disposal of useless records, books and papers in Courts and Re¬ 
venue offices, We are pleased to enact as follows :—■ 

I The Dewan may from time to time make rales respecting 
the disposal, by destruction or ^otherwise, of such records, books 
and papers belonging to, or being in the custody of, the Revenue 
Courts and o her offices, us he may consider useless or unworthy 
Of being permanently preseryed; , _ .'■ ■\: . : 

II. The High Court mayfrom time to time make rales res- 
. pecting .the disposal by destruction 1 or, otherwise of such records, 

books and papers belonging to, or being in the custody of, the 
High Court, or the Courts of Civil and Criminal jnrisdetion 
subordinate to it, as the High Co art may consider useless or un¬ 
worthy'.of being permanently preserved, . 

III. 'Quarterly lists showing the number and description of 
the old and useless records so destroyed:by order of the Dewan 
and of the High Court shall be furnished by them to the Palace. 

IV. All rules made uuder this Regulation shall after being

Gazette and shall thereupon have the force of law.

Subordinate officers and servants are to confine themselves 
while wiihin the jail walls to their respective posts, except 
! when they have occasion to go to any other pare of the 
establishment, in obedience to the orders of a super.or 
officer or in the performance of any special duty. 

37. No subordinate officer or servant entrusted with jail 
keys shall take them out of the jail, leave them lying about, 
or lend them to any other person on any pretence whatever, 
but shall, when, leaving the jail or going off duty on any oc-" 
casion, d. liver these keys to such officer as may be authoriz¬ 
ed to receive them and he shall not leave his post or the jail 
without duly making them over as above directed. 

83, No subordinate officer or servant shall sell, nor shall 
any person in trust for him, or employed by him, seli. or 
have any benefit or advantage from the sale of any 
art icle to any prisoner, or lend, let or have the benefit or ad¬ 
vantage from the loan, or letting' of any article to, or have- 
any money dealing whatever with any prisoner, or. employ: 
any prisoner on any private account, or rua ke any unauthoriz- 
ed communication concerning any prisoner or concerning 
the jail, to any person whatever. 

39. Any subordinate officer or servant of the .establish-' 
ment who shall take in or carry out or endeavour to. take in 
or carry out or knowingly allow to he taken in or carried 
out, to or from any prisoner any money, clothing, provi¬ 
sions, opium, letters, papers, or other articles whatever, not 
allowed, by: the rules of the jail, shall be forthwith suspend-': 
ed from his office by the .officer in charge, of the. jail and 
shall for the first offence be suspended for, and forfeit the. 
pay of, ODe month and for a repetition of the oifonce bo 
summarily dismissed with the forfeiture of all pay that mav 
be due to him at- the rime. 

40. No subordinate officer or servant of the jail shall 
directly, or indirectly have any interest in any contract or 
agieemenb for the supply of the jail, nor receive directly or 





indirectly under any pretence whatever any fee or ■ gratuity 
or present, from any contractor or person tendering any 
contract with the establishment, nor from any prisoner or 
prisoner’s friend, nor.from any person visiting the jail. 

11. ' Fines may be levied by the officer in charge of the 
jail on the subordinate officers or servants for neglect or 
violation of diity. All fines shall be entered in the “ Officers’. 
Misconduct Book,” which the officer in charge of the jail is 
required to ke;ep and of which he will transmit a copy 
monthly to the Government, Subordinate officers may also 
I be punished for breach of jail rules, neglect or violation of 
duty or other misconduct by being reduced to a lower place 
in the list of officers holding the same rank, or they may be 
reduced to a lower scale of rank and pay by the officer in 
charge of the jiil, an appeal in all such cases lying to the 
Government, whose order shall be final. In the case of the 
Jailor, the sanction of the Government should be obtained 
before reduction. 

42. Any subordinate officer or servant disabled from the 
regular performance of duty by. illness must give or send 
immediate notice to the officer in charge of the Jail who 
shall have power to grant leave without deduction from 
salarv for any time not exceeding one week, such leave not 
to exceed in the aggregate one month in the year., 

4iJ. No officer shall on any account eDter a prisoner’s 
cell at night unless accompanied by another officer and then 
only in case of the prisoner’s sickness or other emergency. 

Section IV.

90. Labouring prisoners refusing to work, neglecting to 
perform the tasks assigned to them, executing those tasks 
iip-a careless manner, or wilfully spoiling or destroying tools, 
machinery, materials or work, shall be punished under the 
regulations regarding punishment for breaches of jail disci¬ 
pline. 

91. Except in menial offices and works of necessity, no 
labouring prisoners shall be compelled or required to work 
on Sundays. 

92. The sum required for the purchase of raw material 
and machiueiy, building of work-sheds &c. shall be settled 
annually by tire officer in charge of the jail, and submitted 
to Government. 

Section XL 1 

Out-door Labour, 

93. The duty of setting and enforcing tasks shall rest 
.with the jail officers, the safe custody of the prisoners being 
the special duty of the police. It shall however be the duty 
of the prison officers to take every precaution against risk 
of escape, and any negligence on their pari whereby a pri¬ 
soner may be allowed to escape will render them liable to 
criminal prosecution. 

94. The disposition of the Police force, with the view to 
the safe custody of the prisoners, shall be left to the officers” 
of the J'olice, but the arrangements shall not be such as to 
interfere with the movements of the prisoners or to hinder 
them in their work.

96. Convict overseers shall be responsible for the due 
peiformance by each prisoner in his gang of a fair propor¬ 
tion of work and for bringing to the notice of; the warder, 
.all neglect, refusal to work or other misconduct of any 
prisoner in his gang; he is further responsible,For the pro- | 
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per use and cave of all tools and implements in use by his 
gang and for their being returned to the jail at the close of 
the day’s task. 

97. ’ Female convicts and prisoners of dangerous charac¬ 
ter shall on no account be employed beyond the prison wails. 

98. No gangs employed beyond the prisbn walls shall 
consist of less than 18 convicts fully guarded, except in the 
case of gardeners, scavengers, and burial parties whose se¬ 
lection and employment shall be regulated by the officer in 
charge of the jail in communication with the senior local 
officer of Police. 

99. Convicts shall not be employed in association with 
free laborers, but this rule shall not preclude their employ¬ 
ment in aid of skilled artificers in jail-or other public works. 

100. The officer in charge of the jail shall be careful that 
all tools and implements in' use by convict gang3 are in 
good Order. 

Section XII 

Jail Offences and Punishments, 

101. In the “Prisoners’ punishment register” to he kept 
in every j.til shall be recorded all offim es committed by the 
prisoners, arid all punishments awarded to them in consequence, 

102. Any prisoner misconducting himself so seriously as 
to need restraint shall at once be placed in separate confine¬ 
ment and the circumstances shall be entered in the “ Jailor’s 
order book’’ for the information and orders of the officer in 

-charge of the jail. -In case; of riot, assault, or any similar 
: aggravated offence, the matter shall at once be made known 
to the officer in charge of the jail for the immediate issue of 
such orders as he may consider necessary. In ordinary; cir¬ 
cumstances and for minor offences a record ■shall'be made in 
the *• Jailor’s order book,” of the offence, the time of its occur¬ 
rence and other circumstances connected with it and th&-offen- 
der shall be brought before the officer in chargeof the jail;at 
his next visit, for enquiry and the award of such punishment 
as he may consider due. In .no circumstances and on no pre- 
tepee shall the Jailor or any-subordinate officer of the jail 
punish any, prisoner without the order of the officer in charge 
of the jail.

prisoner, but in every instance in which such an application 
w made, a certificate fftaft the head of the Medical Depart¬ 
ment stating briefly the nature of the disease under waich 
tne prisoner is suffering and his ■ belief that there is no 
reasonable chance of recovery for the said prisoner in the. jail, 
or that the said prisoner will certainly die, if he remains in 
jail, and has a fair chance of recovery if released, must be 
forwarded. 

113. In all cases of complete and incurable blindness net 
caused by any acts of the prisoner in order to procure release, 
of decrepitude or other incurable infirmities such as absolute¬ 
ly to incapacitate a prisoner from the commission of further 
crime on release, and where release would not be attended 
with mischief or danger, a report recommending tile release 
of such prisoner shall be submitted by the officer in charge > 
of the Jail to the Government. This report shall contain a 
statement of the -prisoners crime and sentence, opinion of 
the Principal Medical officer and such remarks as to the- 
propriety of such release as may appear necessary to the officer 
in charge of the jail. ■ All such cases shall be dealt with at 
the discretion of the Government. . 

B. On expiry of sektence, , 

114 When a sentence of a prisoner expires or when any y 
portion of bis imprisonment has been remitted as a reward 
for good conduct or on account of sickness or bodily infirmity, 
the Jailor is to produce him, together: with his. warrant and" 
the jail registers of admission and release.

teupnsidered best suited to prevent breaches of jail 'disci¬ 
pline. or escapes from jail : and for the working gangs of con- 

" ( 3 ) - It: is essential to .the safe custody of convicts that 
access to the interior,of: Jails and intercourse, with convicts 
should be entirely restricted to persons holding passes from the 
officer in charge off,the Jail, fl'lie Police : canfrecognize no : 
other claim to entry and’ will absolutely refuse to let any

(5) The senior'Police officer on duty having posted 
the sentries in such, a manner as to provide for the safe cus¬ 
tody of the convicts while engaged in the yard and. against 
the practicability of any convict slipping, away unnoticed 



through the less frequented parts of the Jail, will inform the 
Jailor that his dispositions are completed, and then inkthe 
presence of both, the. wards will be opened in succession and 
the prisoners in each trill'be counted and verified. This 
joint examination is required, as the responsibility for their 
safe custody during the night lias rested on the Police. 

(5) Where necessity requires that convicts' 11 should 
leave the Jail for purposes of nature, they will be escorted 
by the Police. Convicts when thus quitting the Jail should 
be kept in as large bodies as practicable. ■,. . 

(7) The time to be spent at meals, the parts of the 
Jail to be frequented by .convicts while out of wards and all 
such matters of Jail interior economy, are arranged by the 
Jail officials with due consideration for the safe custody cf- 
the convicts and duty of the Police. It rests with the Police ; 
to watch the convicts and see that they .adhere to the pre¬ 
scribed regulations on these points and to support the Jail 
establishment in case of refractory men. 

(8) At the-hour ordered for turning out for work, 
those of the Jail Police not posted as ordered above will fall 
in with drawn swords. The Police force detailed to escort., 
■working gangs will carefully count the convicts in each gang 
and observe whether a proper complement of 'warders'is in 
attendance. And if they find all correct, will receive charge 
of the gang, taking instructions from the Jailor as .to where • 
the gangs are to work. 

(()) Police guards over working gangs Of . convicts 
should as a rule be numerically in the proportion of one:. 
Constable to 6 Convicts with a Deputy or Plead Constable 
to iff Constables. Where gangs are Very large 1 their custody' 
is easier, and the strength of the Police escort may be. slight¬ 
ly reduced. ; ' >; 

(10) Individual convicts are not to be told off to each 
Constable. Each Police officer is individually responsible . 
for the safe custody of all and each convict in the gang. 

. (11) The Police are not responsible for the execution 
of the work, and warders will see to the observance of Jail 
rule and discipline, but the Police will prevent any persons J 
having communication with the convicts under any pretext i

(Id) At the time ordered for ceasing work, the warders 
will re-arrange .the convicts and -report to the.Police officer 
when ready.

(IS) The Jailor.will then count the convicts with the 
senior Police Oiificer present, and if he finds them correct, 
take- formal charge of them from the Police Officer: He will 
tel! the latter the probable number and strength of the 
working gangs t,a be sent out of the Jail the next day so as 
to admit of the necessary detail of Police escorts being' made. 

(14) At the hour for locking 'up, the senior Police 
Officer will accompany the'Jailor round the wards, count the 
convicts as they enter their respective wards and satisfy him¬ 
self that the wards are secure and all Jail rules .punctually 
observed. The wards are never to be open . after “ locking 
up’’.except in the presence of a responsible Police Officer. 

(15) When all the convicts are secured, the sentries 
watching may be withdrawn: a sufficient number being 
• kept to ensure the safe custody of the Jail during the night. 
The. night duty will be performed with great precision,' 
vigilance and regularity. The watchmen should by careful 
inspection between “ reliefs” satisfy themselves that, the door 
and window .fastenings remainvsecure and intact. Haring 
the night- the petty officers’ will- frequently go round at odd 
hours and see. the watchmen on their beat. 

(16) Care'should be taken(with Jail guards to prevent 
arms being left about or readily, accessible to convicts iufthe 
event of an outbreak.

The Commanders of ships are requested on the arrival of 
their vessels to deliver into the .Master Attendant’s office a true 
and complete .Manifest of all the goods and merchandise laden 
on board of their vessels. A form of the Manifest- required will 
be furnished for their guidance on application. Previous to 
any shjp or vessel having any transact! >n with the shore, the 
Pass Register, and every .other credential concerninig their Ship 
or Vessel, must be delivered into die Master Attendant's office. 
If the ship or vessel be in ballast, it is to be reported accord¬ 
ingly- 

‘2. Goods landed, or attempted to be landed before the Ship 
is regularly entered, or which have not been entered in the 
Manifest shall be charged, double duty. The same is applicable 
to goods ex .orted under s-iuilar circumstances. 

3. Applications for Port Clearances should bo made between 
10 o’clock a. m. and l r, if, the clay previous, to sailing, to en¬ 
able them, to be granted by 4 o'clock, after which hour none 
will be given. Appl cants for Port Clearances should furnish 
the Custom House with an Export Manifest of all Cargo shipped 
nn board their vessels from this port, specifying the names 
of the Vessels and C immanders, sorts of goods, marks and 
numbers, quantity or weight, shipper’s and .consignee’s names 
and the names of the Port or Ports bound to. 

4. Port Clearances will not be granted to Vessels until all 
demands on account of boat hire, &6, had been adjusted. 

5. Ho shore Boats are .permitted' to put off to the shipping 
after sun-set unless in case of emergency, and by special permis- 
sipn of the Master Attendant, 

6. Commanders of ships are strictly prohibited from throw¬ 
ing any ballast overboard iu the roads. Boats for the purpose 
of landing the same will be supplied on application.

Directions for SMpsboTiud from the Southward, the Bay of 
Bengali or Coromandel Coast to Alleppey in the S. w. - 
Monsoon. 

.Ships bound to Alleppey, from any of the above mentioned 
places in the S. W. Monsoon, should follow the directions given 
by Horshurgh, for Ships bound from the Bay of Bengal, to 
Bombay, or other places to the westward, during the S. W. 
Monsoon.” 

Having crossed the Equator well to the westward of:the Ma. 
ladive islands (Ci°El a ship should steer N'orfch until in the 
Latitude of 9° SO'. , She should then run due East for Alleppey, 
making an-allowance for a 3 knot southerly ourrent.after pas¬ 
sing the parallel of Ealpeiiny Island, 




Alleppey Flagstaff is in Latitude 9° 29' 48" N.'and Longitude 
76° 18' 46" E. by Lieut. Selly of the Indian Navy measured from 
Bombay—The Trigonometrical Survey places it in Longitude 
76" 28' E. The anchorage in the roads during the S. Wr Mon¬ 
soon is with the Light House Irom N. E. to B. N. E. in five or 
6 fathoms water. In the fair season irom October to May, ves¬ 
sels may anchor in 3 or 4 fathoms with the Light House bearing 
E. byN.—the soundings are very regular. 

A mud bank has formed, and vessels have anchored off the 
port in 4i to a fathoms of water and loaded and discharged dur¬ 
ing the last South-West Monsoon in perfect safety. 

Ships from Colombo or Tuticorin bound for Alleppey in the 
S, W. Monsoon should, on leaving Colombo roads, be in good 
sailing trim, and have good sails bent and be prepared to en¬ 
counter bad weather. 

From Colombo roads, a W. N. Westerly course should be 
steered close hauled for the Coast of Tinnevelly. Should the 
wind have sufficient southing in if, advantage should be taken 
of it to round Cape Comorin well to the southward. After 
rounding which, it often happens that a Ship will cany the 
southerly wind all the way up the coast, at all events, a ship 
which sails moderately well by the wind, after having rounded 
Cape Comorin will always be able to make the passage to Allep- 
pey or Cochin in 8 or 10 days, there being often. a favourable 
current along the coast to the northward with very often a slant 
of wind from thg south, and a ship having good sails bent and 
taking every advantage of the shifts of wind will be able to 
make a much better passage and with less wear and tear than 
by the Southern route. : r 

A large ship coming from the northward ought not to corno 
under 7 fathoms if drawing much water, until the Flagstaff or 
Light House bears to the Eastward of S. E. as there are some 
shoal patches with only 4 fathoms on, in shore of these sound¬ 
ings. In like manner, vessels comug from the. southward 
should attend carefully to the lead when in with the land, and 
hot come under 13 fathoms off Qnilon, which is the depth close 
to this dangerous reef; to the northward of Qnilon reef, the 
coast may be approached to 7 fathoms. 

Alleppey m.- y be known from the offing by its Light House 
erected close to the Flagstaff, the light from which was first exhi¬ 
bited on the night of the 28th March 1862. The light is of the 
holophotal description, and is kept burning every night, from the 
departure ot daylight to the return of the same in the morning 
It is revolving, producing a bright flash once in every minute 
and is visible in ordinary weather 20 miles 

Ships may procure water from a well .at the beach, and good; 
vegetables and. fruits can also be obtain ed generally in abund¬ 
ance Fish.is pleitiful, and of the best description and variety, 
and other supplies equally abundant, v 





In the 1ST. E, Monsoon or fair season from November to April 
the weather is favourable for proceeding to or from Colombo. 
The N. E. Monsoon sets in about the end of October or begin¬ 
ning Qf November, generally with thunder, lightning and heavy 
rain from the land for a few evenings—by the end of November 
the weather is fine, with regular land and sea breezes all along 
the Malabar Coast. The land wind off Qnilon hi. ws with con- 
sideraTxle force usually setting in about 10 p. m continuing dar¬ 
ing the night and up to 10 or 11 A. m. when it dies away, and is 
followed by the sea breeze, from W. to N. W. veering to north 
until the evening. 

* Ktosyacoomarkhot Cape Comorin by the great Trigonometrical 
Survey is in Eat. 8’ 4' N. Long. 77° 36' 45" E. Lieuts. Hether- 
say, Powel and Selly, late Indian Navy and Mr. Franklin R. N., 
place it 4 miles further westward viz: 77° 32' 30" E. It is high 
water at the Cape on full and change 0 30 P. M. The Cape is 
| low, to the S. E. of the point and within a mile of it, is a high 
rook with two others adjoining on which the sea breaks. Near 
the point to the westward is a pagoda and a little to the west¬ 
ward of it is the Kesidency Bungalow. About 4 miles N. W. £ 
*N. from the Cape stands a high Conical Hill, whioh is the first 
land seen in coming from the southward, and is the most south¬ 
ern of the Chant Mountains. The Coast is safe to approach to 10 
fathoms. There is generally a high snrf breaking along the 
beach but in coasting along, it is better not to eome under 22 
fathoms whioh is the depth about 5 miles off shore particularly 
during the night and-when in the vicinity of the Crocodile Rook. 

West a little northerly from Cape Comorin distance 16 miles, 
lies the Crocodile Rock upon which the sea does not always 
"break being covered at high water—it has 16 .and 17 fathoms 
close to. 

CuDDEAPTJTtiust PorsT hears from the Rock N. E. j N. distance 
2f miles, Adunda Islet on the same hearing, distance miles 
and Kotah Islet N. by W. £ W. a little over'l£ miles. There is 
: a safe passage between the Crocodile Rook aud those Islets, by 
keeping rather closer to the: Crocodile. There is also a passage 
between these Islets and Cuddeapntnum Point, hut a good look 
out should be kept from the masthead in passing through either, 
as tlie Crocodile and the dangers in the inner passage cannot be 
seen from the deck at high water. The Crocodile is in Lat. 8° 
o'"30" N. Long. 77° 16' 20" E. Cuddeapntnum Point is steep 
and like the neighbouring shore has a red appearance. A light 
is now exhibited trom the point on a square built masonry tower. 

Colaohil or Colaohel Toray five miles N W. from Cuddea- 
putnum Point is the rising Port of Colaohel; there is a Church 
and a Flagstaff on the beach, Lat. 8° 10' 45" N. Long. 77° 13' 
30" E. The anchorage in the roads is in from 8 to 8j fathoms. 
Pour: small Islets hear the beach afford shelter to the cargo boats 
shipping Coffee or other produce, a ship therefore calling here 




to load, should anchor to i ’.reward, so as to give the boats the 
greatest facility for reaching the ship with their cargo dry. A 
Red Buoy mtu-les a rock on which one of the steamers swung 
shortly after coming to an anchor, to load coffee in I' 73, but it 
is inside the foul ground Hue as laid down in Cnpt, Selby’s chart 
of this coast and it is the latest survey 1S50 and 51. It is pos- 
sible that si earners could And a .safe anchorage inside of the 
rocks above water off this port. This could be eas.ly ascertain¬ 
ed by having the ground carefully swept in order to ascertain 
whether there is foul ground inside of them, and in the passage 
north of them, also if a safe entrance ia to be found to the south¬ 
ward .of them. If the examination is favourable and there,is 
sufficient room for a Steamer to swing round when inside, the 
■ advantage to Government and all ■concerned will be complete. 
The gap between the two rocks could at little cost bo filled up 
with Beaton if necessary. If -there should not be room to swing, 
the ground being otherwise free of rocks, it would only be a 
question of moorings head and stern. Ships’ Boats should never 
attempt- to land on any part of the coast from Capo. Comorin up 
I to Quilon as there is at ab times a heavy surf on the Beach, 
j Texgaputsl’m —About. 5 miles B. W. by W, from Colachel is 

the town of Tengapatnum Lilt 8° 18' 80" Long. 77° 10' B. Off 
the month of the river (south of it) is the Island of Innivelpan- 
par or Eninm having a church and other buildings bn it-fchere are 
5 other Islets with rocks above and under water near to it. 
The river-is navigable for boats in the rainy season from June to 
October lor some distance in-land. A considerable trade, prin- 
! oipally in salriiish, is carried on from this place and other vil- 
! kges along the Coast with Ceylon... 

‘ Covalum or Rnttra Point in the charts, is higher than the ad¬ 
joining low land, from which it runs up terminating in n high? 
Bluff. There is a small Bungalow on the top of it which may 
he seen in passing. The Coast between Tengapatuum and this 
is bold to approach having 18 to 20 fathoms 2 miles off- shore. 

Teevakdiiom or Teekoovaxantapooriui. The seat of the Go¬ 
vernment and Capital of the Kingdom of Travsmcoro is about 
2| miles Bast from Shunggooinoogum on the sea Beach. The 
Fort cannot be seen from the,sea, bnt n Flagsfcaft'* stands about 
the centre of it opposite the palace, another further to B. -B. is 
at the British Residency; on a Hill to the Berth of the Fort 
stands the Observatory and can be distinctly made out in pass¬ 
ing by its three Domes. Very few public Observatories s ‘in 
Europe have beeu so well found in Instruments and all by the 
most celebrated makers. It is in Lat. 8° 30' 35" N. and Long. 
77” B. The country around is extremely beautiful and variegated. 
Bast from Trevandrum about 7 miles is a remarkable round 
Conical Hill, called Barnum, or Bringal Hill in the charts, and

forms a good mark for this part of the coast being easily distin¬ 
guished from'the other hills laying like it, between the Ghauts 
arid the Coast. The Ghauts here are very high risino- over 
0,000 feet. ‘ ° 

As-JEtJOO or Ukcheb TrxKEL. 1'ite Fort is Lat. 8 3 39'40" N. 
and Long. 70° 4.3' 16" Id—-once a place of considerable impor¬ 
tance and the earliest settlement of the late Hou’ble Bast India 
Company on the Malabar Coast. Ovine the Historian was born 
here, and here resided Elizabeth Draper to whom Sterne ad¬ 
dressed his letter to Eliza. The first British Resident to the 
Court of Travancore, John Toller, died and was buried here 
in 1777. The Fort was deserted some time prior to the com¬ 
mencement of the present century, the lower mast of the old 
Flagstaff still stands on the North Western angle of the Fort. 
The town is to the North of it, and a large Homan Catholic 
Church with some ancient monuments principal!.- Dutch; but 
the place has a forsaken appearance. It is not easily distinguish¬ 
ed from the offing, being hid by cocoauut trees. There is gener¬ 
ally a heavy surf rolling in on the shore, and the place offers no 
inducement for a ship to anchor, fresh water not being procur¬ 
able, and tho anchorage inside of 10 fathoms fonl and rocky'. 

' WuRKtlLTjA. Immediately to the North of the Anjengo River 
rises the Wnrkulla Cliff to about 200 feet* extending along the 
Coast to the Northward 6 miles. From thence an inland naviga¬ 
ble water communication extends by means of canals, the large 
estuaries at Qnilon,-Alleppey and Cochin, np to Cliowghaufc a 
distance of overTSO miles, and at a trifling cost could be made 
so to the Madras Railway Station at Tiroor 18 miles distant; 
as during the S. W. Monsoon cargo boats go to that point on the 
. Madras Railway. The Wurkulla Cliffs are now tunnelled 
’ through, and connect this water communication with'Trflvan- 
drnm from whence there is a canal to Wurkulla, being foT the 
most part a natural Backwater and separated from the sea by a 
sand bank varying from a few yards to & miles in breadth, and 
upon which all the Sea Port Towns of the Coast are situated. 
The estuaries too, carry eonsiderable.deptha throughout and in 
many parts reach far inland, into which all the watershed of the 
country is received the rivers being more , or less navigable for 
considerable distances inland. Travancore has thus rare natural 
facilities to the deyelo ement of her wealth and commerce which 
few other countries possess, and no system of Railways could 
■altain to. 

Quilos. The Flagstaff in Lat. 8° 63' 30" K Long. 76° 36' E. 
by Lieut. Taylor I. N., a place of considerable importance in 
the time of the Portuguese and Dutch, and also during the 
Ho iorable Bast India Co’s Government of India. A consider¬ 
able Military force-was kept up hero until 1832, when the station 
was reduced to one Regiment- It exported a considerable quan¬ 
tity oi cloth and indigo, but this branch of industry, and the 





general trade of the ptace has much fallen off. The point near 
the Flagstaff runs out a little in the sea, and is higher than the 
Coast North and South of it. S. 33.■ of the Point, Two Buoys, 
one red and the other Blank with Staves and Baskets are placed 
during the fine weather viz ; 15th October to 15th May to 'show 
the safe channel between the Reefs. Vessels shonld keep well 
out until Factory Chimney bears N. E. then bead for same bet- 
ween the Buoys and anchor in 4§ to 5 Fathoms when Tanga- 
cheri outer point bears W. N. W. When the L Buoys are lifted, 
Vessels shonld anchor with Flagstaff N. to W. by E. in 8 to l«_i 
fathoms. A small flagstaff 75 feet in height, has been erected 
close to the Factory Chimney for signalling to Vessels in Port, 
the old flagstaff at Tangacheri being too distant for quick 
communication. 

Groat caution is necessary in aproaching this part of the coast, 
as an extensive reef and detached rocks streteh from the Bouth 
of the point 3 miles to seaward and 7 miles North to Iveker or 
Ibic River. A ship- therefore in passing or working along the 
coast should keep the lead going, and not come, under 12 
fathoms, as that is the depth close to this dangerous reef. 
Witli a fair wind and not bound to any part of the coast, 22 to 
23 fathoms would be prudent soundings to preserve from Cape’ 
Comorin to the North of the Quilun. reef, as these soundings 
will carry a ship well clear of' the CJrooodile Rook. A light 
house is being built on Cadea Patnum Point to mark the vicini¬ 
ty of the Crocodile danger, but “the Lead, Latitude and Look 
out” should never be relaxed, particularly in the vicinity of 
dangers and when standing in for the land. 

The ship “ Lady Hodgicinson” from England bound to Bom¬ 
bay with Troops, and a valuable cargo, on the forenoon of the 
22nd of "December 1868 (the finest month in the year) while ’ 
standing along shore to the Northward with the land wind and 
smooth water, ran on the inside of the Quilon Reef, and became 
a total wreck. It was said a leadsman was in the chains, if so, 
the lead must have been over-hove, as the ship was not more 
than 800 yards from the shore and for. sometime in little more 
than her own draft of water. 

The coast from Ivika River North to Alleppey is fringed with 
coooanut trees and is safe to approach to 7 and 8 fathoms 3 or V 
miles off shore. 

Fobc.vjt. Porcaut and in the old charts Poroa is in Lat 9° 
21' 35" N. Long. 7tt° 2S' E;—was a place of considerable im¬ 
portance in the time of the Portuguese and afterwards of the 
Dutch. The factory was washed away by the sea in 1742, a 
canal running with a few yards of the beach connects the place 
wb h the Backwater. The smooth water has now shifted to 
Tortapully and has decreased in area, .but a new mud bank 
has formed off Alleppey. 

pHETTiCACD, a village 3j miles North from Alleppey Lat, 9 a 
32’ 33" North Long. 75° 23’ 10" East, is at the Northern limit 






8. Where breaches of these Rules require a Higher punish- 
merit than is awardable by a Sub-Magistrate, such cases shall be 
referred to the Magistrate for disposal. 

4. Ri-om and after the no b. at shall he permit¬ 

ted to carry goods or passengers from or to any ship.or vessel at 
the Port, unless such boat has been registered and numbered, 
and the owner has taken out a license in the manner hereinafter 
mentioned. 

.5. If any person who has not registered and numbered his 
boat, or taken out a license shall use a boat for the aforesaid 
purpose, such person shall on couvictiou. be liable to a fine not 
exceeding 50 Ks. or in default of payment to imprisonment not 
exceeding 90 days. 

6. Whenever the owner of any boat wishes to take out a 
license he shall present, in person to the Boat Master an applica¬ 
tion in writing specifying the d mensions of his boat, the number 
of the crew and the quantity of cargo or number of passengers 
it is to he permitted to carry, 

7. The Boat Master shall on receipt of such application, 
inspect the boat and on being satisfied that it is seaworthy, be 
shall call upon the owner to sign a declaration that lie compre- r 
hends and consents to conform to these rules. He shall then 
register the boat according to form (A.) annexed. 

8. A fee"of 2 Rupees shall be paid for registering every 
boat. 

9. The owner of every registered boat shall have granted 
to him a license according to form (B) aunexed. 

30. Every registered boat shall hear on a conspicuous part of 
it. the number mentioned in the register. The number shall be 
cut on a white ground not less than 6 inches in length and shalB 
be painted black in English and llalayalum. And if any owner 
should refuse to keep cut and painted suoli number or should 
hide or obliterate it, such owner shall on conviction, he liable to 
afine not exceeding 25 Rupees or in default of payment to 
imprisonment not exceeding 45 days. . 

11. If any person who is not idle boat owner shall be guilty 
'of or assist in, altering or erasing- the number, he shall; on 
•.'conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Rupees or in 
1 d’efault of payment, to imprisonment not exceeding 45 days 
If any person fraudulently paint or cause to be painted or 
counterfeited upon any boat, not having been duly registered, 
-any number, every such person shall on conviction be liable to a 
fine not exceeding 50 Rupees, or in default of payment, to 
imprisonment for a term not exceeding SO days and every such 
.Boat shall he confiscated. . 

£ .12. The boats required for lauding or shipping cargo or 
-passengers shall on application be supplied.by the Boat Master; 
"“13. . AH boat hire for landing or.shipping cargo or passengers, 
shall be paid in advance according to the rates given itfthe 
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annexed schedule (C) which may bo revised from time to time 
under sanction of the Dewan. 

’ 14. The ordinary hours for boats to ply will be between 

15. ' No boat will be permitted to take off or land goods or 
passengers except within the prescribed limits of the Port. And. 
any boatman or owner taking oft’ or landing goods or passengers 
beyoiid snch limits shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine not 
exceeding 25 Rupees, or in default of payment to imprisonment' 
not-exceeding 45 days. 

16. Two-thirds of the measurement tonnage of each boat 
shall be the maximum quantity of cargo it shall carry. And the 
number of passengers it shall take in shall be according to the 
following scale. Boats carrying one to two tons, 6 Europeans 
or 8 Natives. Boats carrying over two tons, for every ton in 
excess, 4 Europeans or 5 Natives. And if any boat be loaded 
with passengers or cargo beyond what is specified above, the 
Tindal of such boat shall be liable to a fine nor exceeding 5 Bs. 
or in default of payment to imprisonment not exceeding 8 days; 
an i every other person who shall be guilty either as principal or 

,accessory of the like offence after having been duly warned by 
'the Tindal shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine of 10 rupees 
or in default of payment, to 16 days’ imprisonment for every 
surplus passenger or candy of goods. 

17. Each boat, shall have the full complement of rowers 
entered in the. Boat Master’s Office. Boats loaded with two 
tons and under shall have one steersman and 4 rowers. Boats 
carrying over two tons for every ton in excess one additional 
rower and any owner allowing his boat to ply without the l-egu- 

i luted complement of men will bo liable to a fine not exeeedin ; 

’ 25 rupees, or in default of payment to imprisonment not exceed¬ 
ing 45 days. 

18. There shall be a general descriptive register (form D) 
kept of all competent Tiudais: and able bodied rowers who are 
registered as crews of boats, and; each Tindal or rower shall be 
furnished by the Boat Master with a metal plate bearing his No. 
iu the general register which metal plate shall be produced 
whenever demanded. 

19. And if any boatman semeg in any such licensed boat 
shall by wilful neglect, refusal, or discretion of duty, cause im¬ 
pediment to the service of siioh boat, he shall be liable on con¬ 
viction, to a fine not exceeding TO rupees or-, in default of pay¬ 
ment, to imprisonment not exceeding 16 days or iu aggravated 
cases to corporal punishment not exceeding 12 lashes, imd for a 
repetition of the offence, or if in any case life may havebeen 
endangered he shall be liable t > receive such increased punish¬ 
ment as the nature of the offence may warrant. 

20.,. All boats shall carry suck Mmber of passengers or such 
quantity of cargo as has been Specified in rule 16 ; any refusal 



to take such passengers or cargo will subject the owner to loss 
of hire and suspension of License. . 

21. All owners of boats sli dl submit their boat to the in- 
spection of the Boat Master, whenever he calls upon thereto do 
so; and they shall likewise carry out suoh repairs to the boats 

•-as may be ordered ; any refusal to attend to such order shall 
subject the owner to the suspension of his License which will be 
entirely withdrawn should such refusal be continued for one 
month. 

22. Whenever a boat becomes unseaworthy, the License will 
be withdrawn. 

23. Whenever a License is withdrawn, the Boat Master shall ' 
obliterate the number. 

24. Should the cargo be damaged by the carelessness of the 
boat owners or of the men employed by them, the owners shall 
be held responsible for the cargo so damaged and likewise for 
any plunder or theft of the cargo during transit. If goods be 
damaged by surf in spite of all diligence on the part of the crew, 
the owners of goods shall bear the loss. 

25. i'or goods damaged by rain, the boat owners shall not be 
held responsible. .’Merchants or owners of goods shall provide, 
tarpaulins when necessary, i 

26. All disputes regarding boat hire or any other matter, 

connected,with the boat service between shippers or passengers 
and boat owners or boatmen shall be. decided by the Boat 
Master. . 

27. Transfer of bo it from one owner to another shall be duly 
registered in the Boat Master’s Office within one week of suoh 
transfer: in default the original owner shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding 10 rupees or in default of payment to imprison¬ 
ment not exceeding lfi days.

1. Ail Officer to be styled “Bopt Master ” shall have immediate 
control over all boats and brews plying in the Fort.

2. Persons convicted of transgressing the provisions of this notifica¬ 
tion will be summarily punished by rhe Magistracy with lino not 
exceeding 50 Rupees or with imprisonment which may extend to three 
months, or witn both. 

3- In special cases, the Dewan will, on application, grant a written 
permit for shooting elephants; and those who obtain such permits and 
act only in conformity with their provision*, will be exempted from 
the penalties specified in the preceding para. 

i. General permits will be granted on application to such subjects 
of this State as possess properties in or near jungles infested by wild 
Elephants; and such subjects will be authorized by the parmits to 
kill elephants, but in defence of their persons and properties, only.

0. In any case, the tusks, teeth, &c. of wild Elephants, however 
death may have occurred, will, as hitherto, be the property of the 
Sircar, and are deliverable to the nearest Police Officer.

1. All public servants drawing monthly salaries of 30 rupees 
and upwards and named in the annexed List marked A* shall be 
entitled to pension under these rules. 

2. The applicant for pension must have served the Sircar for 
a period not Jess than 15 years, on a monthly salary of 10 rupees,, 
and upwards. 

3. If the applicant’s service fall short of 30 years, he cannot 
have a pension, unless incapacitated ior further employment by 
old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or other bodily or 
mental infirmity. Competent medical testimony to such in¬ 
capacity shall always accompany an application for pension in 
such circumstances. But when service is more than 30 years, 
such testimony shall not be required. 

4. Public servants of standing between 15 and 20 years, who 
are entitled to pension under these rules, shall be granted 
pensions equal to one-fourth of their monthly salaries calculated 
on an average of five years previously to the date of the applica¬ 
tion for pension- It toe service has been for more than 20 bat 
loss than 3u years, and the public servant is entitled, to pension 
under these rules, the amount shall be one-third of the monthly 
salary calculated in the manner above stated.
